Washington, July 25.— The race be- 


tween states for the honor of being 
first to fill their quotas under the se- 
lective draft was on today in earnest. 
Calling up men for physical examin- 
ation began today in several regions. 
Meanwhile, details of the machinery 
for actually calling the accepted men 
into service and sending them to their 
mobilization camps are being work- 
ed out. 
Provost Marshal General 


Crowder has already ruled that the 
claim of the army attaches to any 
registered man as soon as the local 
selection board has posted him as ac- 
cepted and from that time on, unless 
he is exempted, he will be subjected 
to military. law and the articles or 
war. 
Failure to< appear when called 


will "bring. the military forces of the 
ProVost Marshal General In search of 
the missing man, and he will be Irlcd 
for any violation of regulation be- 
forfe a court martial. This ruling was 
necessary in order to enforce the 
prompt compliance of all accepted 
men with the iriny orders. 


To Nearest Cantonment 


It appears probable that the accept- 


ed men when the mobilization order 
for the new army is given will be 
first assembled in their selective 
board headquarters. 
Their distribu- 


tion among the sixteen cantonments, 
General Crowder said today, would be 
governed by two rules — first, the sec- 
tion, of the Jaw requiring that they 
•be assigned as far, as possible to 
duty with troops ' from tatoir own 
states, and secondly, the location of 
the nearest cantonment to reduce the 
transportation problem as much .as 
possible.

Destroyer Stops and Projectile Ju st Missed Side of Boat Going

A British Port, on the Southeast 


Coast, July 26, (by mail).—Just how 
a 
British destroyer acts when at- 


tacked by submarines was unexpect- 
edly demonstrated to an Associated 
Press correspondent while traveling 
on one of the modern oil-drive torpedo 
boat destroyers from France. 


The correspondent had been taken 


on board the destroyer to observe the 
methods of defraying the submarines 
when attacked, a torpedo missing It 
by a scant six feet, thanks to the vig- 
ilance and quick action of the crew. 


Warning Shout. 


The destroyer was one of a certain 


number which were convoying some 
of the large transports carrying Bri- 
tish troops to France. The group of 
ships was half way across the chan- 
nel, when suddenly one of the look- 
outs saw a pair of twin periscopes 
rise for a moment a few inches out of 
the water a half mile away. They 
were gone the next instant, but almost 
before they had gone came the shout- 


"Submarine on port bow." 


Guns Swung Into Action. 


On every ship things began to hap- 


pen n.ore quickly than the telling. 
Guns were swung in the direction 
from which the submarines had been 


seen, ready to speal' If they appeared) 
again, 
roperto tubes were likewise 


swung into lines, and the numerous 
anti-submarine, devices 
along 
the 


decks were In the hands of their 
skilled, expert crews. 


Saw Torpedo Coming. 
, 


But even while this was being done, 


came the torpedo clearly level with 
tbe deck, its gleaming 
brass 
body 


glistening In tbe bright sunlight. Its 
propellers sending it at the rate of 
express train speed, straight toward 
the destroyer. 
Something was wrung 


with the mechanism of thte particular 
torpedo, for It should have traveled 
12 or 15 feet below the surface. 
In- 


stead it came sounding along m plain 
sight, leaping out of the water like a 
Bat stone made to skip over the sur- 
face. Even thus it might have found 
its target, but for tbe presence of 
miml of '..e tifl-year-old co\«vain 
He 


had be<?n first to sight tbe periscope 
and rushed 4nunediately to an emerg- 
ency lever, whereby 
he 
instantly 


stopped the port engines, thus switch- 
ing the ship with a lurch to the left. 
The torpedo whizzed by, through the 
water six feet behind the stern of tne 
destroyer, and sank (nto the swirl of 
the engine.

Now there are many ways In which bread, And 
therefore wheat, may be conserved. The first method 
that baa been discussed—that IB the elimination of 
bread from the diet—can not be considered, because 
there Is no one other food that has an equivalent place 
in the diet 
This applies to plain white bread, whole 


wheat bread, rye bread, Boston brown bread, breads 


of all kinds, tor each contains a certain amount of muscle-making material, 
a certain amount of energy, certain properties which feed the nerves and 
blood and others which store up reserve force in the form of fat. 


Obviously, then, the lifting a{ bread from the daily menu should be the last 
resort and will not be necessary, even In the poorest families, If It Is treated 
as a food, not an accessory, and If the housewife will do everything In her 
power to save every crumb. 
In most households the meal has been planned without regard to the food 


value of bread itself 
This has been tacked on 
For Instance, a dinner that 


contains potatoes, cottage, pudding and bread, has too much starch. The pota- 
toes may be omitted, the bread and cottage pudding supplying all that Is 
necessary 
A supper that Includes rice, bread and cake will be dletetlcally
